A JURY'S DUH’ 


Frequently criminal casei and particularly 
murder case* are made to appear as a contest 
between sympathy and revenge or a contest be­ 
tween the victim and his family and sympathy 
for the perpetrator of the deed. 
It is difficult 
for a jury, and well nigh impossible, to elim­ 
inate the consideration for the prisoner when 
in a sense his future is in their keeping, and 
they are not considering him in absentia, but 
preaent in flesh and blood. 
They *ee him with 
his anxiety, hi» quivering lips, then it is a dif­ 
ficult matter for j unm en to proceed to their 
duty. 
O r the}' may note the family that is be­ 
reft and in anger or impatience or even in re­ 
venge they may render their verdict. 
The jury muwt neceasarily look away from 
the interest of the prisoner himself, look aw'ay 
from the interest of the family of the victim. 
Maudlin sympathy for the prisoner or revenge 
for the family of the victim should play no 
part in their decision. 
They are there to de­ 
cide justly in harmony with the facts and in 
accordance with the law, in the interest of 
society Itself, which is the real injured part}’. 
When a jury has fixed and kept ita eyes upon 
the purpose of law itself, then we may know 
that they will reach a safe and just verdict. In 
order to accomplish this, jurymen must be of 
a type w'ho realize what civilization means and 
the necessity of law for its preservation. 
W e fear that the reason for the miscarriage 
of justice in many cases is that the jurymen 
consider the act as affecting only the two or 
the families of the two principals, the crim­ 
inal and the victim. 
It is a feud, a fight, and 
they do not look above or beyond it. 
But a crime in the first instance is never 
against the victim. 
The victim is really an 
incident. 
He i* simply tfcat part of the struc­ 
ture of society which has been attacked hv the 
criminal. And the life and perpetuity of society 
itself 1* the important and the all-important 
thing to consider. 
It is for this reason that the law safeguards 
society by preventing the victim from compro­ 
m ising with a criminal, whether it be a m atter 
of hupglary or violence. 
If the victim does this, 
he himself becomes a criminal and can be 
charged with the compounding of a felony. 
Yes, it is society that is protected by the law, 
and it is the business of the jury and the bus­ 
iness of the prosecutor to aid the jury in look­ 
ing upon the matter with a discerning eye and 
calm judgment, and render a verdict in har­ 
mony not only with the evidence but with 
the good of society and for the aid of civiliza­ 
tion. 
It is a most tremendous obligation that 
is upon them.
